The Jan 18 op-ed article hy PHI 
agent Francis X. O’Neill Ji makes

Finally, O'Neill is correct when lie 
says that the statements of the eye- 
witnesses immediately after the shoot- 
ing is tlie best evidence, fie is wrong, 
however, in saying that it shows the 
official scenario to he true.

knoll. Forty-two witnesses told the 
Warren Commission, either through 
testimony or sworn deposition, that , 
shots came from the front. O’Neill 
also failed to mention tlial Hie doctors 
who examined Hie president's body 
right after Ihe assassination told the 1 
press that he was struck by two bul- 
lets, Mil from the front as he faced t 
Ills assailant(s). They told us one hul-f 
Id slruck him in front of the throat,) 
the other Met tug thu-hghrternplo. f 
The throat wound was reported as ai 
wound of entrance hy (he New York. 
Times in six different reports after 1 . 
the assassination, while the wound in 
the head was reported as an entrance 
wound in Hie right temple through 
Dee. 16, 1963. 

The irreconcilable contradictions in 
the government’s own facts developed 
over the years about this crime show 
that the need for the truth about the 
Kennedy assassination is as great 
today as.it was on the afternoon of 
Nov. 22, 1963.
